e advance to 5 per cent. did not of itself cause much 
surprise, as the further withdrawals of bullion since the last 
r public to expect such a measure ; but 
the circumstance of the rate being raised on a Wednesday 
instead of on the conventional Thursday, inclined the public 

the moment to over-estitaate the urgency of the case, 
and to believe that the Bank return for this week would show 
much greater changes than turns out to be the fact. Indeed, 
beyond the reduction in the stock of bullion of about a quarter 
of a million, there is no remarkable feature in the accounts at 
all. But the question is, how would the accounts have 
looked had the rate remained at 4 percent.? No doubt there 
Would have been a large increase in securities, and probably 
also a further diminution in the bullion; for it is generally 
stated that on Wednesday a very large amount of bilis were 
Presented for discount, which were withdrawn on arate of 5 per 
cent. being demanded by the Bank. 
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The rates of discount in the open market have followed 
very closely on the rates of the Bank, but money, though 
dear, cannot be called scarce. This peculiar but reassuring 
feature is already attributable to the circumstance that there 
is a customer on the other side of the Ohamnel who is 
willing to take unlimited amounts at a certain rate. Thus, 
those who have money to lend are able to exact from their 
customers at home an equal rate, though the pressure here 
in England is in itself by no means great. Not only does 
there seem to be enough floating capital for the general pur- 
poses of trade, but even on the Stock Exchange there is no 
scarcity of money ; and the innumerable enterprises originally 
based on an easy money market have so far stood their ground 
very steadily, notwithstanding that interest rules almost twice 
as high as when they were launched. 

There seems to be no fear of a real shortness of loanable 
capital forthe present. The chief object must still remain 
that new foreign engagements should not be lightly entered 
into, and that the vast amount of capital which is generally 
absorbed by the cotton trade, and by the stock of English 
manufactured goods all over the world, but which has now 
been set free to so great an extent, should not be invested 
beyond easy reach. An interest of 5 per cent. will have a 
great effect in keeping this capital at home, and this is the 
more important, as it must be rapidly accumulating in 
the same proportions as the stocks of English manu- 
factured goods in those countries which are our great 
customers aresold off and remitted for. We are thus pro- 
tected by dearer money from a danger which otherwise might 
become very threatening. At present we do not believe that 
the liabilities of this country to others, either for our impor- 
tation of goods, or for foreign loans, or for the formation of 
foreign banks, are so great as to cause any alarm; but cer- 
tainly it is time that a limit should be placed to any further 
engagements of the same kind, the more so as the financial 
community, as a whole, should keep a large amount of capital 
on call to meet the sudden demand which any cessation of 
hostilities in America might at a given moment call forth. 
Fortumately, a just and moderate view seems generally to be 
taken of the situation of affairs ; and it is a subject for con- 
gratalation that the rapid advance from 3 to 5 per cent. has 
been accompanied by no symptoms whatever of consternation 
on the part of the public. Oonsols have only declined from 
93 to 92} im the face of a rise of 2 per cent. in the value of 


money. 
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THE INSURRECTION IN POLAND. 
Amone all the confused accounts of the new movement in 
Poland, accounts which suggest one day a county riot, and the 
next a national insurrection, one fact is abundantly clear. 
The riot or emeute, or insurrection or revolution, whichever 
it may turn out to be, was immediately provoked by an act of 
oppression unparalleled in the depth of the misery inflicted and 
the range over which it was made to extend. Poland, of 
course, like all Russian possessions, has always been liable to 
the conscription. That system, which is now all but universal 
on the Continent, and which our descendants will probably 
regard with the pitying disgust’ with which we regard the 
slave trade, has in that country always been attended by 
circumstances of exceptional pain. In all other countries the 
conscripts serve thei sown land, and chiefly within its own 
limits ; the monotony of daily life, which and not suffering, 
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is the soldiers’ curse is broken by the presence of people |; 
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they understand, and cheered by the sense, however dim, 
of a duty well performed. In Poland, however, the Ozars 
have never trusted the Poles, the conscripts are hurried 
away to the furthest confines of a vast Empire, and 
military service becomes, in truth, a painful servitude 
in exile for the benefit of a foreign and almost 
hostile power. One consolation, however, remained to the 
Poles. They were not liable for ever to the: infliction of 
this tremendous penalty. Each man knew his risk, but when 
| he had faced the ballot, or been passed over by his lord, or 
passed the legal age, he became legally “exempt,” and in 
practice as little liable to be drawn as an ordinary Englishman. 
This year, however, the Russian Government, either maddened 
by Polish resistance, or as we greatly fear urged by the Arch- 
| duke Constantine, resolved to deprive the people of their one 
remaining chance. All rules were at once abolished, lists 
were drawn up having reference only to the political opinions 
of the proscribed, and the soldiers were ordered to seize those 
named in preference to all others. The power of naming 
substitutes was annulled, and rich and poor, the educated and 
the peasants, were all alike to be seized by military force, 
chained, and marched off to Kiev, there to be drilled, and thén 
exported to the great shambles always at work in the 
Caucasus. The order, oppressive in itself beyond Eng- 
lish experience, was of necessity intrusted to brutal un- 
derlings,—non-commissioned Russians ordering Mussulman 
soldiers. They executed their task by a house to house visit- 
ation, continued every night for a week, and accompanied by 
scenes usually witnessed only in a sacked city. They did not 
want recruits so much as hostages; so whenever the victim 
was absent, a father or brother or son was carried away in his 
stead. Resistance was met by blows, husbands were torn 
from their wives, sons from their mothers, lads of 18 from 
households every member of which was fainting with fear 
and pain. Thewomen, always bravein Poland, assembled in vain 
in front of the Archduke’s windows ; they were driven away by 
soldiery, and the work went on steadily, though the captures 
grew fewer and fewer. The young men had begun to fly; 
and at last driven mad by the spectacle of suffering, and fear- 
‘ing the success of a plan which would emasculate Poland, 
the Central Committee issued the order for resistance. 


Of the mode in which the order was issued we have as yet 
only Russian accounts, or those German telegrams which are 
in fact dictated by Russia. According to them, the conspira- 
tors planned a general massacre of the soldiers billeted in 
different houses, and partially carried it out, attacking all 
isolated parties of Russian soldiery. This statement, however, 
must be a gross exaggeration, for the conscripts who certainly 
led the movement are not of the class on whom soldiers are 
billeted even in Russia, and the plan, if formed and accepted 
by the masses, must have at first succeeded, of which there is 
no trace. It is much more probable, indeed almost certain, 
that the Central Committee, a secret body in Warsaw, guided 
certainly by a soldier, and probably by the person named in 
the telegrams, General Mieroslawski, ordered all persons liable 
to the conscription to take to the woods, which in that country 
of wasted resources cover half the soil, and thence wage a 
harassing guerilla war on their oppressors. That, at all events, 
is what was done, the insurgents appearing at once over the 
whole country from the Southern border almost as far as 
Courland,—Wilna, for example, being reported “quiet,” a 
word which implies expected emeutes. The Archduke kept 
40,000 men in the capital, and demanded 50,000 more, 
while moveable columns scoured the country. Up to the 
date of the latest advices, the Government seems to have 
succeeded in quelling the revolt in the open plains round 
Warsaw, but has not yet dispersed the insurgents who have 
succeeded in gaining the woods. The whole kingdom has 
been placed under martial law ; Warsaw is in a state of siege ; 
troops are being urged over the frontier ; and the Government 
tries by court-martial all the insurgents caught. The execu- 
tions will of course be numerous; and for months to come 
life in Poland will be the life of a prisoner under an acci- 
dental reprieve. 


It is difficult to conceive a more horrible scene, or one 
more suggestive of wasted liyes, and energies, and irresistible 
governing power. A whole country is, for all healthy pur- 
poses of existence, blotted out of the map, as completely as if 
the sea had covered it. It brings no strength to Russia, 
for unwilling subjects who will mot give even the sulky ac- 
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quiescence which is all that Governments need add 
strength to the ruling power. Poland requires at this mon 
three times as many guards as she can yield conscripts, ¢ 
as much expenditure as she can produce revenue, and many | 
times as much civil skill as the few trusted Polish adminig| 
trators can possibly return to their lords. To its own peop 
the country gives nothing except the reputation of being 
most enduring and the most oppressed race in Europe, for} 
the Pole is happier everywhere, and has everywhere! 
many more careers open to him than in his ow, | 
land. Yet it is impossible to blame the Poles for 
not enduring patiently an outrage no human patienee| 
could bear, or not forfeiting their own manliness by tame} 
submission to a sentence of slavery. Equally difficult is it tj] 
blame the Russians for crushing down an overt rebellion which 
commenced by victories over their soldiery. The real guilt 
rests with those who advised the Ozar to sanction an act of|) 
oppression, so evil in its conception, so colossal in its propor- 
tions, so unique in its character, that it violated the traditions 
of despotism, which bind the despot always as a mere matter 
of prudence to spare the unresisting, and not to make h 
universal by adding to all the pain of servitude all the suffer 
ing of uncertainty. The Czar may steal soldiers by rule and 
yet be pardoned by those not stolen, but the moment the rule 
was abolished, all Poles were sentenced to a doom which bya 
special and wonderful malevolence included the wretchedne 
of personal slavery and the misery of treason against their} 
native land. Of this tremendous guilt a large share must reat 
with the Emperor, for if he did not devise the scheme, ha} 
sanctioned its execution, and found the means of protecting ite 
agents from all fear of earthly penalty. 

The blow is a terrible one to Russia, for it shocks Europe | 
opinion, and in the present condition of the world, European 
opinion is sure sooner or later to find an executive force. It 
is finding one already within Russia itself. On the25th January, 
the Emperor addressed the troops whom he was despatching to 
the disturbed districts, and openly admitted that the rebels 
were buoyed up by the hope of treason within his own rank, 
The quick and pliable sympathy which distinguishes the | 
character of the educated Russian enables him to understant}} 
those among whom he lives, and many officers, it is well 
known, are sick of seeing their fellow-subjects suffer. They | 
cannot control the army—the privates like other peasants 
being devoted to the Czar—and their sympathy will 
assist the Poles, but they are very numerous, and liberal feek 
ing spreads like an epidemic. From pitying the victim 
the step is short to the question why the victim should suffer 
for the benefit of one great house, and the answer is 
not favourable to the growth of loyalty to the Oza 
This new scene of oppression can but deepen this feeling, and 
if the Emperor is wise he. will meet it at once by a visible 
change of policy. He cannot let loose the conscripts, or suffér 
rebellion to continue, but he can, the instant it is suppressed, 
pass a general act of amnesty, and try for five years at least 
whether conciliation is useless. His advisers will tell him 
that concession is useless, because if the Poles are free they 
will only use their new power to regain their nationality, 
but they are wrong. All history proves that just goverm-|j 
ment will lessen national hate,—that Roman and Sabine,|} 
Moor and Jew, Frenchman and Lorrainer, Southron and Seot, || 
can be induced to unite in hearty loyalty, At all events, if he} 
fails, he can but as now meet rebellion, and then he will|| 
have, what he has not now, the sanction of Europe for its 
suppression. His influence in the world matters something 
even to a Ozar; and it is diminished one-half by the know-

It would appear (says the Reviewer) “that the number of 
«hands employed in the cotton manufacture would seem to 
«have diminished between 1851 and 1856—a thing not im- 
« probable, from the rise which was taking place in the price of 
«theraw material.” This alleged diminution he gathers from a 
emparison of two estimates made by different authorities— 
one of which only he names. “In 1851 the cotton mills of 
the United Kingdom are said (he does not tell us where or 
“by whom) to have employed 470,317 persons. In 1856, 
«the following were the figures exhibited......... total mill hands 
|« 979,249.” This statement is quoted from the “English 
“Encyclopedia,” and appears to be drawn from the care- 
fully compiled statistics of Mr David Chadwick, which 
were probably in the main correct. We believe, however, 
that nothing can be accurately known on this subject, be- 
cause the Oensus returns of employment for 1861 have not 
yet been made public, and those for 1851 were notoriously 
imperfect. But that the number of operatives engaged in the 
manufacture not only did not decrease, but largely increased 
between 1851 and 1856, is not only notorious to all acquainted 
with the districts in question, but is conclusively proved by 
the quantity of cotton consumed, than which there can be no 
better test ; for, although by improved processes each hand is 
progressively able to work up a larger amount of the raw 
material than formerly, yet this change is exceedingly slow 
and gradual. Now the weight of raw cotton worked up (see 
Mann's “Cotton Trade of Great Britain,” p. 134) was as 
follows :—

The reason given by the Reviewer for believing so readily 
the extraordinary inference he had drawn from unauthentic 
is more unfortunate even than the statement itself. 
It is natural, he thinks, that the number of hands employed 
should have diminished, because the price of the article on 
which they were employed was rising all this time. It 
did not occur to him that if the price was rising, it was rising 
probably because the demand for it was increasing, not falling 
off. But how stands the fact? We take our figures again 
from Mr Mann’s book, which is borne out by several Brokers’ 
cireulars now lying before us :—

}| “their value, perhaps not of their cost. So large was the 
l| “stock on hand that it has sufficed to supply the whole 


“demand of the world for nearly two years, with no very great 
“augmentation of price.” There is, as we have repeatedly 
Pointed out, a small element of fact in this and similar state- 
ments ; but the exaggeration here is enormous, and the mis- 
ension of the case complete. Mills are stopped, not 
because there is no cotton, but because there is cotton 
oly for half the mills, and because in consequence that cotton 
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has reached so high and unprecedented a price that no manu- 
facturer feels safe in working it. Eighteen months ago it is 
true that many markets, especially the Bastern ones, were 
largely overstocked with Manchester goods. This was partly 
in consequence of brisk production and speculative shipments 
certainly ; but, in a large if not a predominant measure, 
also to the interruption of the American trade. The United 
States, which in 1859 and 1860 took on an average 
226,000,000 yards of cotton piece goods, in 186] took only 
74,000,000 yards. The assertion that if the accumulated 
stocks in foreign markets had been forced to a sale they would 
have fetched only one-tenth of their cost, is simply absurd, 
They could at any time have been sold at a sacrifice of forty 
or fifty per cent., not ninety per cent., as the writer states, 
The statement that the stock then on hand has sufficed to 
supply the wants of the world for two years is equally 
extravagant and ignorant,—and the inference drawn from it, 
that for some time back the production of cotton goods has 
exceeded the demand, is utterly unwarranted, and indeed is 
contradicted, by well-ascertained facts. That up to the close 
of 1860 there was no “glut” or “over-production”’ is clear 
from the circumstance that 1858, 1859, and 1860 were the 
most profitable years cotton manufacturers and cotton exporters 
have ever known. Up to that date sales were brisk every 
where—that is, the demand was fully equal to the supply; 
and it is particularly deserving of notice that the Indian trade, 
which is now considered to have been the most overdone, was 
the most profitable branch of all,—so that till the end of 
1860 at least there was’ no “glutting” of that market. 
About that period the price of cotton began to advance, and 
with that advance began, as is always the case, a falling-off in 
the demand for and the consumption of cotton goods; 
simultaneously with which came a diminution in the amount 
of raw material used and of manufactures produced. The 
weekly consumption of cotton fell off as follows :—

In order to understand more fully the real truth as to the 
charge of over-stocking foreign markets, let us look at the 
following figures explaining the supply sent to India and 
China, the two markets which have now the most appearances 
of being glutted :—

From this return it appears that in 1858 and 1859, we 
sent to India 1,614,000,000 yards of cotton piece goods, with- 
out, it is certain, in any way glutting that market, since not 
only in those years, but in 1860 also, the demand continued 
brisk, sales easy, and prices very remunerative ;—while in 
1861 and 1862 we have only sent 1,220,000,000 yards, and 
have been unable to sell even this quantity, In like manner, 
332,000,000 yards sent to China in 1858 and 1859 were in- 
sufficient to glut, or even fully to supply that market, since 
the demand was such as to encourage us to send 223,000,000 
yards in 1860. But though we sent rather less in 1861 and 
1862 than in 1858 and 1859,—viz., 329,000,000 yards,— 
much of this still remains unsold. 

The truth is this—and we are obliged to reiterate it often, 
because it is one which the general public do not quite un- 
derstand, and one which it is peculiarly important never to 
lose sight of—‘over-production,” and “over-supply,” are 
purely relative terms, and are so vague and inaccurate that it 
would be well if we could forego their use. In one sense, 
over-production and glutted markets are and must be matters 
of periodical recurrence. A prosperous trade, arising from a 
brisk demand and an ample crop of the raw material, induces 
cotton manufacturers, like all other producers, to extend their 
works and augment their production and theirexports. For a 
moment—for a year or two perhaps—they overdo the process 
and suffer in their gains in consequence. But this over- 
supply forces down prices, and lower prices bring increased 
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stocks and produces a renewed and extended demand, and 
a revival of profits; and the whole history of every 
flourishing and spreading trade is a record of these natural 
and wholesome fluctuations. In another and a truer sense 
there is seldom any such thing as over-production, People 
seem to consider that the demand for and the consumption of 
any article are fixed quantities. Nothing can be further from 
the truth. Both depend on price and power of purchasing. 
When cotton is low, and when Indian produce or Chinese silk 
and tea are in great demand in England, India and China can 
purchase large quantities of calicoes and shirtings—partly 
because we can afford to sell cheap, and partly because they 
can afford to pay well. When cotton is scarce and dear, and 
when Indian and Chinese articles sink in value, a reverse process 
isobservable. The alleged “ glutting” of any market, again, is 
often more apparent than real. There is a real glut sometimes, 
inconsequence of a larger quantity of goods having been sentthan 
the consumers want or can take off at the existing price, and this 
sort of glut can only be relieved either by a fall in the price of 
the article or an increase in the wealth of the purchaser. But 
there is another sort of glut, which, though far more frequent, 
is apparent only :—it arises when, in consequence of an actual 
advance of wholesale prices or an anticipated fall, the distri- 
butors suspend purchases and allow their stocks to become ex- 
hausted before they will replenish them. These stocks are 
usually very large in the aggregate, and the fluctuation in 
their amount often prevents the effect of over or under- 
| production being felt either by the origihal manufacturer 
or the ultimate consumer for a considerable period. When 
prices are low or are expected to be high, not only does the 
consumer clothe himself more liberally, but the dealer fills his 
warehouse or hisshop, and the demand is briskerthan itshould be. 
When, on the other hand, prices are rising, or are expected to 
fall, natives wear out their old clothes and dealers run off 
their old stocks, and demand for a time appears almost . 
cease. This is the real secret, in the main, of the “glut” 
much spoken of at present in Eastern markets.

As to the statement of the Reviewer quoted above, that so 
great had been the over-production and so large was the stock 
on hand “ that it has sufficed to supply the whole demand of 
“ the world for nearly two years,”—the reckless assertion is 
conclusively answered by remembering that this demand has 
been mei, first, by the diminution of stock in the hands of dis- 
tributors and consumers (of which we have just spoken), and, 
secondly, by our exports during 1861 and 1862, which have 
been on no tri scale. We have exported in those two 
years 275,000,000 lbs of cotton yarn and 4,270,000,000 yards 
of cotton piece goods, and yet nearly all the markets of the 
world are now reported as being bare, with the exception of 
India and China. 


NEWSPAPERS AND THE ADMINISTRATION OF WAR. 
A cuniovus and at the present time a very interesting question 
has been raised this week, both by a Tory and an Ulira- 
Liberal contemporary, with regard to the function of the 
Newspaper Press in time of war. It has arisen on a matter 


of rather private concern,—the publication of a private letter 
written by the Editor of the Times, Mr John Delane, to the 
late Admiral Sir Charles Napier when in command of our 
Baltic fleet the Orimean war. That letter was 
written in answer to letters from the Admiral, and its drift 
was to urge, or threaten, if any one so chooses to call it, Sir 
Charles with loss of public confidence, and no doubt, inci- 
dentally, with the loss of the powerful support of the Times, 
if he did not do something of more moment in the Baltic than 
the reduction of Bomarsund. The letter no doubt was 
of the nature of a despatch, and had it been an 
unealled-for intrusion of unprofessional counsel into Sir 
Charles Napier’s management of the fleet, nothing could be 
said in favour of its good taste. Indeed, as it is, there 
are sentences in it more like a forecast of Times denun- 
ciation than a private letter to a friend. But it was not 
least an intrusion. It was confessedly an answer to 
letters of Sir Charles Napier’s, no doubt intended to

all influences then acting on public opinion, and it

The case lies in a very small compass :—If the interruption 
to our staple production is only temporary and accidental, it 
would be foolish to send away to distant countries, from 
which they could not be recalled, the workpeople on whom 
that production depends, and without whose labour that 
manufacturing supremacy, to which so much of the wealth 
and power of Great Britain is attributable, cannot be main- 
tained. If, on the contrary, the interruption is to continue, 
because arising from causes which are not likely to pass 
away,—if the cotton trade has passed its culminating point 
and must be content to shrink into much smaller compass for 
the future,—then, no doubt, it would not be wise to keep in 
the country operatives whom we cannot employ and must not 
pauperise. 

We have shown in a previous article that there is no such 
thing as “ over-production’’ in the abstract; and that the 
amount of cotton goods, as of all other articles, which the 
world will take off and use up, depends entirely on the price. 
To state the case broadly :—If the raw material is henceforth 
to range at an average price of « shilling a lb, our cotton 
manufactures must be considerably curtailed, and a certain 
portion of the Lancashire population will become, fairly 
considered, redundant. If, on the other hand, it is likely again, 
and ere long, to fall to siapence or under, the trade will soon 
be as brisk and as large as ever, and we shall need every 
operative we have on hand. If cotton is to be dear in future, 
then the world will want and will purchase fewer cotton 
goods than now, for the two reasons,—/irst, that it cannot af- 
ford to buy so many when they have grown more costly, and 
secondly, that linen and woollen goods will be comparatively 
cheaper and will to a certain extent supersede cottons. But if 
raw cotton is again to be cheap and abundant, then calicoes 
and shirtings made from it will, in virtue of their old price, 
again assert their old supremacy. 

Now, though we do not profess to say anything distinct or 
positive as to time or date, which in the present state of the 
world would be extremely rash, we have no hesitation in 
taking the more hopeful, in opposition to the more gloomy 
view of this question. We do not believe that the world’s 
consumption of cotton goods has been permanently cheeked, 
or that raw cotton will permanently range nearly as high as 
many anticipate-—though possibly and probably enough it 
may range higher than it has done for some years before this 
crisis. And we have several cogent reasons to assign for the 
faith that is in us, 

1. We feel convinced that the world will be able to pay a 
somewhat higher price for its clothing than it has done of 
late ; and will consent to do so; and will be soon aceustomed, 
as a result of the present crisis, todo so; and will in the last 
resort scarcely feel that it is doing so. Oonsumers and 
retail dealers, and even wholesale purchasers, refuse to pay an 
advance on the price they have been used to, mainly because 
they do not believe in the necessity or the permanence of 
that advanee. They fancy that by waiting a while the price 
will fall again, and in five cases out of six they are mght, 
because the cause which led to the advance was a temporary 
one. But as soon as it becomes obvious that this cause 
was not temporary—as soon as it becomes obvious, as it will 
speedily do in the present instance, that raw cotton is searcer 
and higher than it was, and has continued and will continue 
so for a considerable time, and that in consequence cotton 
goods cannot be afforded at the same low price as formerly,— 
purchasers and consumers will again be ready and evem amxious 
to buy according to their means. Now it requires a very large 
advance in the price of cotton to render the advamee i his |, 
individual retail purchase of any consequence to the ultimate |. 
consumer or wearer of the article, or even perceptible to him. 
He will therefore pay the advance as soon as he finds; by 
waiting a year or two, that he must ; and he will admit that 
it is very trifling. An instance or two will make our meaning 
plain. The “long cloth,” which makes a peasant’s shirt, a 
girl’s petticoat, or the skirts of a Greek palikar’s Silt, contains 
about three yards to each Ib in weight, and the priee of the 
raw material constitutes about half the cost, the = 
labour and machinery charges constituting the other half. 
advance of 100 per cent. on the raw material would therefore | 
only be an advance of 50 per cent. on the article made from 
it; and an advance of 3d per Ib om cottom could therefore 
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| wants few of these articles and wants them seldom, can well 
| afford to give—especially as he must be clothed, and will not 
| be able to clothe himself cheaper any where else, or in any 
| other fabric. In like manner the cambriv or madapollam 
| which a Hindoo wraps round his loins or folds into a turban 
counts six yards to a lb :—here, again, an extra payment once 
or twice a year of 2d or 3d, which he would searcely feel and 
would soon cease to grudge, would often enable the British 
manufacturer to work full time to a profit. 

2, Those countries which supply us with the raw material 
would be so far enriched by the enhanced price we should pay 
them as to be able at once to give us the extra price we 
demanded for the manufactured goods, and to take off a 
larger quantity. There can be little doubt that the unpre- 
cedented sums we are now paying to India for our Surats will 
soon make themselves felt in the amount of our exports to 
that country. 

3. The cost of calico and fustian by no means consists 
wholly of cotton. It is in part as we have seen, often in the 
larger part, composed of the wages of labour, the interest of 
money, the wear and tear of machinery, &. Now, when 
trade becomes slack and employment scanty, and continues so 
for any time, the wages of labour fall, and economy and inge- 
nuity are both set to work to augment the returns of produce 
from the same machinery. In this way the cost of workman- 
ship is decreased to an extent which in a limited degree coun- 
teracts the higher price of the raw material, and causes the 
price of the finished article to rise less than it would otherwise 
have done. 

4. We do not believe in a permanent high price of cotton. 
We have little doubt that it will gradually and continuously 
(though irregularly and with many oscillations) decline from 
its present point. That point is high enough to stimulate 
production in all parts of the world, and even without America 
the imports into Great Britain will now increase pretty steadily 
from year to year. India, Egypt, and Brazil will send us 
more and more, and Australia, the West Indies, and Africa will 
send ussome.

Now these are precisely the articles which 
consume most cotton and employ least labour. A “ fine”’ 
, mill uses perhaps 20 bags of cotton a week and employs 500 
hands. A “coarse” mill uses 100 bags and employs only 
the same number of hands. The raw material enters as an 
element into the cost of production in the one case to the ex- 
| tent of one-tenth perhaps, and in the other to the extent of 
two-fifths, An advance in the price of cotton, therefore, which 
is scarcely felt by the “fine” mill that spins 200’s, will stop 
the coarse mill that never spins anything higher than No. 20’s. 
Now the coarse fabrics are precisely the kind which can be 
most advantageously superseded by linen and woollen articles, 
| and which are most affected in price by the advance in cotton. 
It is possible, therefore, and even probable, that a deficiency 
of cotton to the extent of 40 per cent. may only cause a re- 
dundancy of operatives to the extent of 10 per cent. 

6. A moderate redundancy such as this—as soon as the 
pressure becomes chronic and the redundancy clear—is not 
very difficult to be disposed of, without resorting to the ex- 
treme and irrevocable measure of emigration. Even now we 
have significant indications that some such process is going on.

THE PRINCE CONSORT’S FARMS. | 
THe readers of our agricultural columns do not require to & 
informed that the late Prince Conscrt was an extensive and mot 
intelligent farmer, for in our notice of the Prize Essay on Betk 
shire Farming we somewhat fully adverted to the Royal.

But Mr John Chaimers Mortots 
recently published and splendid work, entitled ‘‘ The 
Consort’s Farms ; an Agricultural Memoir,” brings together the 
works of the Prince, as a landowner, a farmer, end an encourage 
of the rural labouring clesses, and shows him to have 
singularly judicious and practical in each character.

In nothing was the example of the Prince Consort more worthy 
of imitation by landowners generally than the care he took to 

rovide for the labourers on his various properties. At Osborne, 

locks of large and roomy cottages, each containing two, some- 
times three, apartments below, and three bed-rooms above, have 
been erected, and all are supplied with good and useful gardens. 
On the estate and farm seven carters and ten regular labourers 
are employed, besides twelve or fourteen others on an average. 
Women are also employed in spring and summer. 

The Balmoral estate, W.S.W. of Aberdeen, also acquired by 
the Queen and Prince Consort, consists of upwards of 30,000 acres, 
bounded on the north by the River Dee, and on the other side by 
lochs and rocky ridges, and is now called the Balmoral Deer Forest. 
In winter the climate is most severe, but in the summer and 
autumn it is warm. Here the Prince Consort also created a farm and 
farm offices, reclaimed much usetul land, and planted extensively. 
Besides improving the cottages and homesteads of the crofters and 
labourers, the Prince encouraged tradesmen and mechanics. to 
settle on the estate by providing them with houses, gardens, and 
crofts at very moderate rents. 

At Windsor, cottages were largely built, both on the farms 
occupied by the Prince Consort, and, through his influence, by 
the Commissioners of Woods about the Great Park. It was the 
Prince’s wish that every labouring man should be comfortably ; 
housed within a mile of his work, and accordingly “ groups i 
of cottages have been erected on the outskirts of the Park, where | 
provision for comfort by good-sized living rooms, with an adequate 
number of bed-rooms, has been united witk extremely picturesque | 
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‘The farms occupied by the Prince in the neighbourhood of 
tees Park consisted 1) of the Home or Dairy and the Shaw 
Farms, (2) the Flemish Farm, (3) the Norfolk Farm, and (4) the 

and Rapley Farms. The area of the whole is 2,400 
sores, 700 acres being arable and the remainder grass and wood- 
jand. Each of these farms differs in character from the others, 
gnd each of them required and illustrated a distinct kind of 

t. A great variety of buildings also'exists on these farms. 
the Home farm is entirely under grass, and upon it are found 
“the gorgeous dairy and magnificent cattle range;” and on the 
Shaw farm “well-planned combination of stabling, cattle-boxes, 
stalls and yards, poultry house and piggeries, with covered sheep- 
shed over open floor, and manure tank underneath it,” are special 


features. 

On the Flemish farm, consisting of strong arable land, there is the 
most modern farmery, ‘‘ A covered yard arranged in either stalls, 
poxes, or large enclosed spaces, an open yard with shed for 
breeding stock, and a stable abut upon straw-house, chaff-house, 
&e., in connection with barns and thrashing machine, and granar 
—the whole under one roof. And there is an open working yard, 
with implement and cart-shed and cottages close by.” This 
Flemish farm was occupied by the late King George the Third, and 

so as to illustrate the Flemish system of husbandry. 
Norfolk farm was also occupied by George the Third, and managed 
according to the then Norfolk system. The buildings are still the 
game as then, consisting of old-fashioned thatched and wooden 
barn, with stabling, granary, and cart-shed arranged around a large 
working court, in one corner of which stands the comfortable farm- 
house. Bagshot and Rapley farms consist of poor sandy and peaty 
soils, and were dealt with chiefly as game preserves. Still a good 
deal of stock, Kyloes, Galloways, and Shorthorns, was fed on 
these farms, and some Suffolk and Clydesdale colts were bred 
there. Sheep—Hampshire Downs and Cheviots—to the number 
of 300 are kept. On the Home and Shaw farms, Shorthorns are 
kept for the dairy. On the Flemish farm a herd of Hereford 
cattle is kept exclusively for breeding, and on the Norfolk farm 
there is a herd of Devons. To attempt to follow Mr Morton’s full 
and interesting details in reference to all these farms is out of the 
question, but we recommend landlords and farmers to resort to 
the book as one which illustrates what capital and skill can effect 
when judiciously directed. 

The Windsor farms have been comparatively accessible, and the 
Prince had thus become known to the public as a spirited farmer, 
but until the publication of Mr Morton's Memoir we did not, and 
we believe the public generally did not know him in his character 
of an owner and improver of land. In the Isle of Wight, the 
Queen and the Prince Consort, from their private resources, 
acquired and formed a magnificent property, consisting for the 
most part of a high-lying tract of land 1,810 acres in. extent, 
of which nearly 600 are the park round the house, and be- 
tween it and the sea 400 acres are woodland, principally in woods 
round the park, and 700 acres are arable, chiefly lying on the in- 
land or southern side of the estate. The estate comprises the 
manor of Osborne, on which Osborne House stands, was purchased 
from Mr Blachford in 1845; the manor of Barton, purchased the 
same year from Winchester College; and the Alverstone farm 
bought of Lord Heytesbury, and the Heathfield farm bought of 
Mrs Nash. The latter farm alone remains let to a tenant; all 
the rest of the property was in the occupation of the Queen 
and the Prince Consort. The property occupies the height 
and eastern side of that promoxtory of land which lies be- 
ween the Medina river at Cowes and King’s Quay on the 
north side of the Isle of Wight. It extends over a surface 
of four miles long and nearly two miles wide. The soil is 
everywhere more or less gravelly, in some fields lies stiff and 
intractable, and in others ligut-and joamy, according as the gravel 
1s mixed with clay or sand. ‘The timber was stunted and the whole 
estate is naturally poor and infertile. On this estate upwards of 
400 miles of covered drains have been dug, besides many miles of 
open ditches made through the plantations where the roots would 
soon have choked covered drains. Osborne Hotse occupies the 
site of the former mansion, but with its terraces, gardens, and 
woods, forms quite a palatial residence. In fact there is but little 
of the original immediate neighbourhood of the house remaining. 
“Ravines have been filled up, and overhanging knolls have beey 













elevations and exteriors.” 

We cannot close this notice of Mr Morton’s Memoir without 
adverting to the Prince's dairy herd on the Home Farm at 
Windsor. Nearly two hundred head of all ages and kinds are 
kept, of which 80 cows are of the Shorthorn character and ten 
or twelve Alderneys. The pure-bred Shorthorns have been 
growing into existence during the last eight years only. Since 
1855 pure Booth bulls have been used for all the stock. In 
the purchase of pure Shorthorn cows especial regard has been had 
to their milking qualities, and especial care was also taken to 
avoid purchasing from herds in which the system of pampering 
prevails. The cows are kept in fair breeding condition; they are 
ted on hay only in winter, and at pasture in the summer, and 
their milk goes to the dairy. The heiter calves are taken into the 
herd and the young bulls sell for good prices. Indeed there seems 
reason for believing that the Royal Herd of the Home Farm will 
form the foundation of a race of milk-giving Shorthorns of good 
pedigree.

The only objection we should make is that its scale of operations 

is calculated rather too exclusively for those who have extensive 

means and large drawing-rooms at command, so that people who 
cannot afford to carry out the suggestions made, may be somewhat 
tempted to despond. These flower manuals should, we think, be 
constructed on different scales, according to the annual expense 
entailed by each. A flower-grower could then select his scale, and 
determine how much he would pay for flower-stand, roots, seeds, 
&c. The whole list of prices should be laid before him by a 
competent guide, who could show how best to procure each desi- 
deratum, and how to vary the details according to different 
tastes.

except the name or title of the newspaper and the name and address of | 


the publisher, newsvendor, or agent, by whom it is sent, will be charged, 


not as now with the double letter postage according to its weight, but | 


only with a postage of twopence, being the double postage for a letter 
not exceeding half-an-ounce in weight. This charge is to be made for 
each newspaper written upon or marked, whether sent singly or in a 
packet of newspapers. 4. A newspaper for any place abroad, which 
may be found to infringe the rules in the manner described in paragraph 
3, will not be forwarded, but will be sent to the returned letter branch. 
A newspaper received as such from abroad, in regard to which there 
has been a similar viclation of the rules, will be charged, in addition to 
any postage which may be chargeable upon it as a newspaper, with the 
postage payable on a single letter from the same country.

FRIDAY NIGHT. 
The wheat trade at Mark lane, to-day, both as regerds home-

The Liverpool cotton market, which, at the beginning of the 
week was steady, with a moderate demand, has since yesterday 
assumed a very dull tone, partly in consequence of the rise of the 
Bank rate, partly on account of the fresh attempts on the part 
of the French Government to bring about mediation in America. 
Sales have been effected at 4d, in some instances even 1d decline 
from the highest point, but there is not much offering at such 
decline.

Braprokp.—The wool market has been a good deal influenced 
by the fresh rise in the Bank rate of discount, and though prices 
are nominally unchanged, where a sale is effected, more or less 
of abatement has to be submitted to. A like effect has been 
experienced in yarns. The advance in the Bank rate, the con- 
flitting news from America, and the lower price of cotton at 
Liverpool, have unfavourably influenced the market for pieces. 


MANCHEsTER, Jan. 29.—Since last week, hardly any busines§ 
has been attempted, and the restrictive tendency of the discount 
market has rendered many holders anxious to realise. Buyer® 
expect a fall, and make no offers, so that a considerable reduction 
would be necessary to effect a sale. We reduce our quotations 
somewhat in accordance, though as the prices in our list, to be 
uniform with the yearly tables, represent American qualities, and 
they have almost disappeared, the practical value of the 
qualities which are are now current would be placed considerably 
lower. The extended production of the last two months has 
thrown back on the hands of manufacturers much bad stock, the 
result of new trials with defective material, and when a depressing 
and uncertain tone prevails, the sale of such articles becomes 
almost impossible.

The Ottoman Government will pretect and give every 
assistance in furtherance of the objects the Company 
have in view. His Imperial the Sultan, desir- 
ous of encouraging the culture of cotton in his empire, 
and of restoring to it the importance it had in former 
times, has recently issued an ordinance. By the prin- 
cipal clause ther: in it has been decreed that “‘ Whoever 
shall clear uncultivated and neglected lands, and con- 
vert them into cultivated fields, shall receive such lands 
gratuitously and without charge, and title-deeds shall 
be delivered to him on the sole condition that he will 

y three piastres (sixpence) by way ef stamp duty. 

rther, the produce of these lands shall be exempt 
from the payment of tithes for one year ; or, should the 
land be stony, for two years. If amongst the Jands thus 
cult:vated, any shoud be found in which the cessionaire 
cultivates cotton, the exemption of the tithe, or any 
payment in lieu of tithe, s! be extended to five years.” 
By a su went article, it is also decreed that “In 
order that the cotton produced may be conveyed with 
facility to the seaporte, the roads in the districts where 
cotton is grown shall, if necessary, be repaired, and - 
into good order. The instruments and machinery im- 
ported from Europe, and which may be required in the 
cultivation of cotten, as well as in the cleaning of it and 
separating the seed, shall be exempt from all customs 
dues, &c. 


Within the space of two years the exports of the raw 
material from Smyrna have multiplied nearly ten-fold. 
In 1860 they were but 6,000 bales. Last year's crop, 
already coming forward, is estimated at about 60,000 
bales. Larger additional tracts of land are now being 
prepared for cotton cultivation, and the British Con-ul 
of Smyrns, in a recent despatch to Earl Russell, says : 
—‘'It is the general expectation that the rend of 1863 
will be at least 200,000 bales, or 72,000,000 pounds.” 
No other part of the world can furnish a parallel to this 
increased ratio of production. 


These extraordinary results are due to the almost un- 
assisted efforts of the native cultivators. With the aid 
of capital promptly and judiciously eggtied, the crop of 
1863 might probably be considerably increased, and a 
corresponding progress in cultivation secured in future 
years.
